Rvan to add $40 million to finanial aid: 



Budget increase victory for ANEEQ

MONTREAL (CUP): Québec 
education minister Claude Ryan’s 
plans to inject $40 million into the 
province’s financial aid system are 
"real improvements’’ and the result 
of student pressure. Québec’s stu- 
dent federation says. 

Ryan’s long-awaited reform 
plan has yet to be presented offi- 
cially, but was leaked to the press 
late last month. 

“Ryan went into the reform 
saying students should be happy 
with what they have, and reducing 
loans and bursaries to Ontario lev- 
els,” said Stéphane Lessard, an 
executive of the Association na- 
tional des étudiantes ct étudiants du 
Québec. 

"Dut then, when thereform came 
out, we found out that Ryan will be 
adding $40 million more into the 
system," he said. “Tliis is the result 
of pressure applied by the Québec 
student movement. 

“He has responded to every 
demand ANEEQ made during the 
strike in November.” 

A tlircc-day strike in October at 
32 colleges representing 100 000 
students becamcan indefinite walk- 
out of 54 000 at 20 CEGEPs and 
universities. Most students — who 
had been calling for changes to the 
loans and bursaries system and a 
continuation of the tuition fee freeze 
in effect since 1969 — were back in 
class by November 17. 

ANEEQ’s Lessard said tlie $40 
million added to the system more 
or less makes up for the cuts the 
provincial Liberal government has 
made since it took power in 1985. 

"On one level, they are real im- 
provements,” he said, "but at the 
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same time we cannot accept the 
cuts (Ryan) is proposing.” 

In the meantime, the education 
ministry has remained silent on the 
reform. Ryan’s press aide does not 
return calls, and Ryan has refused 
to answer questions on the plan in 
the provincial legislature. 

Under the plan: 

•Part time students would have 
limited access to loans and bursar- 
ies. Almost 17 000 part time stu- 
dents would get an average of $490 
per year, 

•A reduction of the expected 
parental contribution to a student’s 
education would make another 
12 000 students eligible to receive 
an average of $1500 per year, 

•Changes in determining a stu- 
dent’s ‘independent’ status would 
make 25 000 students who do not 



live at home eligible to receive an 
average of $800 more per year. 
About 11 000 students who receive 
aid and live at home could get an 
extra $470 more per year, 

•About 6400 students would be 
given $ 175 every other year to buy 
eyeglasses; 

•The government will forgive 
up to $850 of student debt if the 
student completes their degree on 
time. 

The plan makes cuts in two ar- 
eas: 

•Some 4900 students will lose 
about $475 per year travel allow- 
ance; 

•About 3000 students coming 
back to school after spending two 
or more years in the labour force 
will be eligible for an average of 
$530 less. 
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Council ditched for donuts

The first Students’ Council 
meeting of the semester was cut 
abrupdy short last Tuesday when 
councillors broke for donuts and 
many didn’t return. J grades were 
the most iniportant item on the 
agenda, but without quorum, the 
meeting accomplished little. 

VP University Affairs Maria 
Battaglia presented a proposal call- 
ing fora reassessmentof the present 
policy on J grades. Battaglia argued 
that the current policy is too severe 
and not uniformly implemented. 

The policy requires a docu- 
mented family or medical excuse 
when a student misses an exam. Ac- 
cording to Battaglia, J grades arc 
often not recorded if the student is 
unable to contact their professor 
quickly enough. 

Battaglia said the J-gradc should 
cither be dropped entirely, or the 
zero grade point that goes with it 
should be eliminated 

But McGill Rcgisüar J. P. 
Schuller said tiic policy has existed 
for twenty years and, “ensures eq- 
uity and fairness for the greatest 
number of students.” 

Schuller said tlic cancellation of 
the J-system would keep students 
with low marks above water, “pro- 
viding the illusion that they arc 
doing well, when they should be 
asking themselves serious ques- 
tions about their student careers.” 

According to Schuller, the 
awarding of scholarships could also 
become arbiuary, as some averages 
would be unfairly protected. 

Schuller also said some students 
would take advantage of the fact 
tliat they wouldn’t be penalised for 
missing an exam. If, for example, a 
student has a busy exam schedule, 
she or he may decide not to takconc 
or more of their exams, putting 
them off until a later date. 

According to Schuller, this 



would reduce the validity of McGill 
grades among graduate schools and 
granting bodies. 

Another concern was the incon- 
sistency of the J grade, and the dis- 
cretionary powers rcsti ng with indi- 
vidual professors. 

It was also proposed that supplé- 
mentais be available to all students, 
but that a certain percentage be 
taken off their mark. Arts Repre- 
sentative Rob Steiner argued that 
without this ammendment the pro- 
posal would have litde chance of 
passing senate, where professors 



dominate. 

No decision was reached as 
council broke for refreshments out 
of exasperation, and on return from 
break, discovered that some mem- 
bers had left, causing a loss of 
quomm. 

Also in council 

The only resolution to escape 
quorum difficulties was the ap- 
proval of funding for a new lighting 
system for Player’s Theatre, to the 
tunc of $28 000. The possibility of 
selling the present Ijght board as a 



museum piece is also being investi- 
gated. 

Newly appointed External Af- 
fairs Coordinator John Fox re- 
ported on his meetings with otlier 
universities to coordinate the 
fledgling Fédération des étudiants 
de Québec (FEQ). Fox believes this 
organisation will be more represen- 
tative ofMcGill’s interests than the 
CEGEP-dominated ANEEQ. 

Early in the evening, council 
also managed to approve an extra 
meeting, to be held on 31 January, 
for the discussion of changes to the 
constitution.

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Student associations meet to cairn poiiticai wave

MONTREAL (CUP): Leaders 
•jf Québec’s student federation 
were in Ottawa yesterday to try to 
calm political waves made when 
Canatki’s federal student organiza- 
tion decided to accept Québec 
members. 

"Historically, (the Canadian 
Federation of Students) has always 
recognized the right of Québec stu- 
dents to organize separately," said 
Association nationale des étudian- 
tes el étudiants du Québec 
(ANEEQ) executive Stéphane Les- 
sard. 

“It’s unfortunate that (CFS) has 
failed to recognize tiiat there is a 
different historical and social con- 
text which has influenced the de- 
velopment of the student move- 



ment in Québec," he said. 

Delegates to die CFS general 
meeting in November voted to ac- 
cept Québec members, reversing a 
long-standing policy which lapsed 
in 1987. 

"It’s always going to be a politi- 
cally diomy question," said CFS 
chair Beth Brown. "(ANEEQ) is 
going to have to figure out what it 
wants to do." 

Right after the conference, an 
association representing about 
4000 management, law, engineer- 
ing and economics students at die 
Université de Sherbrooke applied 
for and was given prospective 
membership with CFS. 

ANEEQ responded with a long 
letter criticizing the decision. 

Brown said CFS has stayed out 



Politically correct

During the winter months many 
Canadians escape to tropical coun- 
tries without ever straying from die 
tourist’s beaten track. But if they 
did, they would find the locals 
contending with the reality of living 
in a Third World counuy. 

The Montréal Social Justice 
Committee (SJC) has started a new 
programme using tourism as a way 
to sensitize people to conditions in 
developing nations. Instead of hol- 
ing up for a week in a resort, the 
group encourages tourists to learn 
about the country and its people. 

"We’re trying to encourage 
Canadian tourists to have a human 
interaction, not just a cash interac- 
tion," said Christine Burt, Pro- 
gramme Coordinator of SJC. “We 
don’t want tourists to be paralysed 
by people’s poverty. We’d radier 
see diem act in solidarity with 
‘poor’ people — find out about their 
lives and what they think of tour- 
ists." 

TlieNorlh considers tourism asa 
way of boosting Tliird World 
economies, but the benefits rarely 
trickle down to the majority of the 



people. "The elites that form gov- 
ernments in praclieally every Third 
World counuy like the interna- 
tional scene created by tourism, so 
they use thecounuy’s resources for 
airships and roads,” said Rosalie 
Armsuong, who teaches geogra- 
phy tourism at Vanier and Concor- 
dia and is a member of SJC. 

Locals with minimal economic 
means have little use for high tech 
transportation. "Money which 
could have gone to social services 
goes to building up an infrastruc- 
ture diat doesn’t tie to their needs." 

In most counuies tourists appear 
exceedingly wealthy having spent 
51 weeks saving their money for 
one week in die sun. "Once we’ve 
spent our SI 000 we’re replaced by 
another person with SI 000, so 
we’re an endless stream," said 
Armsuong. “People diink it’s bet- 
ter to live in North America — so 
much is outward looking— they 
don’t develop their own culture, 
particularly in the Caribbean.” 

In Bali, for example, the indige- 
nous funeral ceremony, an elabo- 
rate ritual has been distorted into a 
tourist atuaction. “It’s gotten to the 
extent where dead bodies are saved 
for the weekends or when the most

tourists are there,” said Armsuong. 

But tourism doesn’t have to be 
solely dcsuuetive, she said. It can 
reinforce the preservation of his- 
torical sights and cultural tradi- 
tions. In Cosui Rica for example, 
visitors arc taken on tours of the en- 
dangered rainforest ‘Tourism can 
be effective along side an interna- 
tional movement against devasta- 
tion of the environment" 

Tlic Committee has already held 
four workshops since last fall, but 
Burl said they have just scratched 
the surface. They want participants 
travelling to developing counuies 
to bring back relevant information. 
"We want people to feel engaged, 
so that they will continue reading 
about a counuy and find out how 
the Canadian government is in- 
volved.” 

SJC is holding another work- 
shop, February 5, at Deaconsfield 
United Church, 202 Woodside, 
Uh30. 

There will be a Volunteer Orien- 
tation, January 23 at the SJC where 
people can find out how to get in- 
volved.

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of Québec partly because of divi- 
sions witliin tlic province’s student 
movement. 

“When there were three national 
student organizations running 
around, we were faced with the 
problem of who to affiliate with,” 
she said. 

But with the demise of the Re- 
groupement des associations des 
étudiants universitaires and the 
Federation des assoc ialions des étu- 
diants du Québec, tliat problem is 
gone. 

U de Sherbrooke association 
president Eric Caron said his 
group’s executive decided to Join 
CFS to gel rcprcscniation at the 
federal level and because ANEEQ 
could not represent them, cither in 
Québec or nationally. 

“My members don’t support 
ANEEQ at all," Caron said. “It’s 
too CEGEP-oricnlcd. University 
students arc not interested in doing 
a suike every two years." 

ANEEQ’s members called a 







week-long suike earlier this year, 
demanding the provincial govern- 
ment reform the student aid system 
and maintain a tuition fee freeze in 
effect since 1969. 

"I don’t want there to be any 
damage done to the student move- 
ment in Québec or in the rest of the 
country,” Brown said. “1 just want 
to work things ouL 

“I don’t think we will have to 
repent, I hope not.” 

Said Lessard, “There is a proc- 
ess of rapprochement that has be- 
gun between the two organizations. 
And we can work together for our 
common interests.” 



Gay games 
get go ahead 
at U.B.C.

VANCOUVER (CUP): Revers- 
ing an earlier decision. University 
of British Columbia president 
David Strangway will allow the 
1990 Gay Games on campus. 

Slrangway announced his deci- 
sion in a December 1 letter to Gay 
Games director Ken Smith. 

Slrangway originally refused to 
rent UBC space in September. “If 
it’s a political statement tlicy’rc 
trying to make, I don’t think the uni- 
versity is die place to make political 
statements,” he said at the time. 

The president added that he 
couldn’t undersutnd why gay ath- 
letes didn’t participate in "normar 
alltlctic events, “Why should we 
become involved in a third variant 
of aclivilics?" 

The third international gay 
games will bring 5000 athletes 
from around the world to Vancou- 
ver in August, 1990. 

Said Smith, “I’m happy about 
the decision Ireing reversed. I’m 
sure it was because of our meeting 
before the board," referring to an 
October get-together between 
Smith, area New Democratic MP 
Svend Robinson and the UBC 
board of govemours. 

Suangway was unavailable for 
comment. But Don Whiiely, the 
university’s news bureau manager, 
said Slrangway’s attitude towards 
tlte Gay Games has not changed. 



“He still didn’t want UBC to host or 
sponsor the games." 

Slrangway’s refusal to support 
the games did not have much effect 
on gay students at the university, 
according to PaU-ick Lc Cerf of the 
Gays and Lesbians of UBC (GLQ. 

Lesbians and gays who have 
come out of the closet and arc 
“comfortable with ilieir sexuality” 
were unaffected by Slrangway’s 
remarks, he said. But the presi- 
dent’s comments “might have a 
devastating effect" on a first-year 
student who has not yet come out. 

Mark Livcscy of GLC said 
Slrangway did not represent “the 
opinion of the majority on this 
campus. Every once in a while 
some dinosaur’s going to stick his 
head up somewhere.’’ 

But Livcscy said Slrangway’s 
initial refusal of the games bothered 
him, “He was putting up one big 
vote for ignorance." 

Anollicr GLC member, An- 
thony Bemo, said the games will be 
a “very, very positive thing for 
UBC" because they will provide an 
opportunity for suaights to learn 
that gays arc “regular people like 
you and me." 

The Gays and Lesbians of UBC 
did not comment on the contro- 
versy earlier because games organ- 
izers feared negotiations might be 
jeopardized, according to GLC 
treasurer Robb York. 
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Language debate 

To the Daily: 

Rc: Eric Smith’s editorial, 
Wednesday, January 11. 

True, individual rights do not 
necessarily extend to business cor- 
porations. Business is routinely 
regulated in many areas. Instead of 
a rights-issue, language legislation 
could be examined as a business 
regulation issue. As an example, 
the advertising of alcohol and to- 
bacco is conuolled, dangerous 
substances must be safely pack- 
aged, and certain products must 
bear health warnings. 

To evaluate such restrictions, 
one must examine: 

1. The message implied about 
the product by titc restriction. 

2. The reason for the restriction. 

Using cigarette package health 

warnings as an example: the mes- 
sage: 1. Tar and nicotine arc con- 
sidered dangerous to your health. 
The reason: 2. The welfare of the 
tobacco consumer. 

Under the same scrutiny, the 
odious nature of Bill 101/178 
becomes apparrent: The message: 
1. English is a pollutant and an 
infection that must be kept indoors. 
The reason: 2. Racist, undemocratic 
paranoia on the part of many na- 
tionalist francophones. 

If the government then, is to 
legislate a restriction, it must: a. 
have "the right” to do so (jurisdic- 
tion). b. respect Canadian law (it 
cannot require anything that is ille- 
gal). c. restrict equally (for example, 
the government cannot require that 
Imperial Tobacco label its pack- 
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ages unless all the other tobacco 
companies arc required to do the 
same). 

Bill 101/178 docs not meet the 
above criteria, a. The government 
has no jurisdiction to legislate only 
one language, as Canada is offi- 
cially bilingual. It may require both 
languages, as in the Federal Pack- 
aging Act. b. The Supreme Court 
has ruled that Bill 101 docs violate 
Canadian law. c. Bill 101/178 re- 
stricts unequally in that it restricts 
the communication between a busi- 
ness and some of its customers. 
Businesses may not have rights, 
but their customers arc individuals 
who do have rights. 

Anglophoncsarcshouting‘‘civil 
rights” bccatisc, although no law in 
Québec curtails individual expres- 
sion, the sign law is symbolic of the 
alliludcofthcnaitonailisls,whohavc 
made it clear that, given the chance, 
would suppress individual freedom 
of expression in English.

Debate continues

T his letter is in response to two 
of Eric Smith’s articles that ap- 
peared in the Jan. II issue of the 
Daily. 

His first article, a cover story 
entitled “Westmount heats up” 
demonstrates bbtant, slanted jour- 
nalism. His account of the Sunday 
Jan. 8 rally called by Steven Now- 
ell is obviously biased.

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only the rich Westmount anglo- 
phones that feel that Bill 178 is in 
violation of their rights. Firstly, the 
meeting clearly showed that anglo- 
phones of all ages and from al I parts 
of Montréal oppose Bill 178. Sec- 
ondly, to suggest that anglophones 
shouldsitbacksilcntlyasüicirrights 
arc violated because others, less 
wealthy tlicn themselves also suf- 
fer civil rights abuses, is nonsense 
and besides thepoint. If Eric Smith 
is willing to become involved in 
fighting for the rights of welfare 
recipients in Québec, that is admi- 
rable of him. Tlie fact remains that 
Bill 178 violates the rights of an- 
glophones by banning the use of 
cnglish on all commcrical signs. 
For this reason, anglophones can 
and should react against it 

There is no denying that Québec 
as a french province. However, the 
use of french only on commcrical 
signs violates the right of expres- 
sion of non-frcnch speaking Québe- 
cers. Both the Canadian and the 
Québec Charters of Rights were 
created to protect citizens from 
violations such as thoscof Bill 178. 

The Bourassa government’s 
rejection of the Supreme Court’s 
decision not only sets Bourassa 
above all the “laws of the land”, but 
it also sets the precedent for more 
such violations under the pretext 
that they arc necessary to protect 
the french Canadian language and 
culture. The french arc truly con- 
cerned with the survival of french 
in Québec. Surely, they can find a 
way to promote fVcnch language 
and culture without placing a ban 
on the use of other languages.

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Gonzo journalist 
blows off hot air

Patrick Jake O’Rourke likes to 
create little controversies around 
himself. Somehow managing to cre- 
ate stirs over his outspoken yet of- 
ten conflicting ideas, the Foreign 
Affairs Correspondent at Rolling 
Stone magazine probably receives 
more letters than anyone else in 
mainstream publication. The former 
National Lampoon editor has been 
with America’s slick rock mag since 
the early eighties. 

Some of the 200 people in the 
McGill ballroom audience last 
Thursday who remember his hippie 
days at ihcLampoon may have been 
surprised to hear the self-proclaimed 
Reaganite’s latc-cightics rhetoric. 
But his sarcastic humour which he 
says is “an attempt to bring things 
back into proportion," struck a 
familiar chord. 

O’Rourke talked mosdy about 
his travels as a “troubled tourist," 
who, bored by suntanning/Grand 
Canyon style vacations, prefers to 
do his sight-seeing in the world’s 
heavy conflict-ridden areas. And 
then make fun of people’s misery, 
of course — it puts things in propor- 
tion. 

O’Rourke spent his time during 



the civil war in Lebanon in 1984 
boozing with other foreign corre- 
spondents at the Comodore Hotel in 
downtown Beirut and stumbling to 
and from encounters with car bombs 
and other miscellaneous explosions. 

He told of his encounter with 
machine gun toting soldiers in Is- 
raeli occupied South Lebanon. Bit- 
terly, he said, “Hey! these arc my

taxes pay ing for thoscguns!"Oddly 
enough, he was not as disgusted 
with American loans to countries 
such as El Salvador, Chile, or Haiti, 
of U.S. sponsorship of the Contras. 
Perchance he wanted to try one out 
He also spoke about his 1987 
sojourn to South Africa. In Johan- 
nesburg, he was shocked by the 



blatant racism of the white South 
Africans. Describing the Boer Afri- 
kaners as“rednecks" who arc Fdlcd 
widi hatred and fear toward blacks, 
he found the English South Afri- 
cans far "more subtle in their total 
contempt of the blacks." He calls 
their demeaning philosophy the 
“Not Our Kind Dear” syndrome. 

Although racism isn’t 'his kind’ , 
doing anything about it isn’t either. 

“Divestment," O’Rourke said, 
“will not change anything." Rather 
Britain, France and the U.S. should 
make a joint military excursion into 
mainland South Africa to topple 
apartheid. Pretty funny, huh? 

Failing this, O’Rourke says let- 
ting events take their own course is 
“probably the only thing we can 
do.’’ 

THE RIGHT TO ACT WF.RD 

O’Rourke sympathizes with 
members of today’s generation who 
arc bombarded with 60s nostalgia. 
He says this generation faces an 
unprecedented identity crisis be- 
cause up until now, 'it has been the 
inalienable right of young people to 
act weird.’ The sixties were just too 
wierd, O’Rourke said, and today’s

youth just can’t top them. 

Burying his involvement in the 
60s civil rights movement, 
O’Rourke now uses his sarcastic 
wit to rail against even U.S. liberal- 
ism. 

"Conservativism is adulthood, 
liberalism is childhood. Conserva- 
tivism is taking individual respon- 
sability to this (or that)," he muses 
with all the lucidity of an ex-hippie. 

Above all, conservatism means 



Racism at Concordia?: 



Employee charges boss with harassment

MONTREAL (CUP): A Con- 
cordia secretary is taking her boss 
and the university to the Québec 
HumanRights Commission, charg- 
ing intimidation and harassment 
with racial overtones. 

Physics department secretary 
Lucy Roberts, a university em- 
ployee for 16 years, filed her com- 
plaint last month after a five-ye^ 
internal struggle with physics chair 
Calvin Kalman. 

According to Roberts’ com- 
plaint, the harassmentbegan almost 
immediately after Kalman became 
chair of die department in 1983. 

“It appeared evident that Dr. 
Kalman did not wish to work with 
Mrs.Roberts,’’statcsthecomplaint. 
“The quality of her work which had 
always been exemplary was, over- 
night, qualified by her new boss as 
unsatisfactory... Differences of 
opinion as to style of presentation 
of documents, normally the prov- 
ince of a professional secretary, 
became occasions for berating and 
insulting her.” 

In 1983, Roberts applied for a 
transfer through the human re- 
sources department without results. 
Tliat summer, she'stayed home for 
threedays, claiming theharassment 

became too much for her to accept. 
After mediation by tlie university, 
she returned to work. 

Last year, Roberts filed a formal 



complaint against Kalman with the 
ConcordiaCode Adminisuator, be- 
ginning a series of internal univer- 
sity hearings characterized by 
charges and counter-charges which 
arc still continuing. 

Roberts, 62, declined to com- 
ment on the situation while hcrcase 
is pend ing but her attorney William 
Sloan called the situation a ‘Catch 
22 ’. 

“Tlicrc arc no standards by which 
she can govern her professional 
conduct,” said Sloan. “Tliis is a 
highly intelligent, competent 
woman who has worked as a court 
reporter in the U.S.A. and who for 
years was trusted to type confiden- 
tial minutes for the Concordia board 
of governors. 

“Yet her boss says she can’t 
handle her duties in the department 
I think there must be other reasons 
why she is being intimidated." 

During the past year, according 
to the complaint “Kalman’s har- 
assment has become more pro- 
nounced and has taken on racial 
overtones. He has a needlepoint 
handicraft on his office wall which 
represents Black slave women 
working on a southern plantation. 
He has on several occasions drawn 
Mrs. Roberts’ attention to tliis 
piece." 

Sloan said it is difficult to accuse 
Kalman of overt racism. “It’s the 



little things that he does which are 
more subtle and therefore more 
insidious. She has never accused 
him of racism in any of the univer- 
sity hearings but Black people 
understandably can tend to be sen- 
sitive to issues like slavery.” 

He said Roberts’ complaints 
against Kalman have more to do 
with harassment and intimidation 
than racism. 

In an interview attended by the 
university’s lawyer Richard Beau- 
lieu, Kalman commented on 
Roberts’ allegations. 

He said his conflict with Roberts 
only began in 1987 when he re- 
ceived a written complaint from a 
physiesdepartmentprofessorabout 
her. 

“The record is clear that until 
late 1987, Mrs. Roberts was on 
extremely friendly terms with me. 
It was only after I formally dealt 
with the complaint against her that 
she began to have problems with 
me.” 

In fact, Roberts had applied fora 
transfer from the department a full 
four years earlier, soon after Kal- 
man became physics chair. 

Responding to allegations about 
the controversial needlepoint hang- 
ing, Kalman said it was based on a 
scries of drawings done by a Black 
plantation worker. He denied that 
he repeatedly brought it to her at- 
tention as Roberts alleges in her 



complaint to the Human Rights 
Commission. 

“It was first brought up by Mrs. 
Roberts after she sa w a movie based 
on the drawings," he said. “We 
haven’t discus^ that needlepoint 
in years.” 

Roberts’ complaint of intimida- 
tion is not the first to be levelled 
against Kalman. Last September, 
former Society of Physics Students 
president Tara Curtis wrote a letter 
of complaint to Concordia rector 
Patrick Kenniff. 

“I feel Dr. Kalman intimidates 
some of the people he is associated 
with," wrote Curtis, a physics stu- 
dent from 1982 until 1988 who 
worked for die department as a labo- 
ratory demonstrator and marker. “As 
president, 1 had received several 
complaints from students rehting 
to Dr. Kalman’s attitude in dealing 
witli them... and I was on a few oc- 
casions witness to Dr. Kalman’s 
unfair treatment of some students.” 

For now, Rol>crts’ status in the 
department remains in limbo. She 
was sent home the week of January 
9 and is on full pay while the univer- 
sity decides how to handle her ease. 

According to Concordia’s law- 
ycrRichardBcaulicu,options being 
considered include offering Roberts 
a transfer to another deparunent or 
an offer of early retirement. 



being normal, he said. He praised 
the normalcy of George and Bar- 
bara B ush, as wel 1 as that of our own 
prime minister whom he calls 
“almost hopelessly normal."

ButO’RourkesaidRollingStone 
was “the only magazine which al- 
lows me to do this style of writing, 
and which is able to pay for my 
travels. Rolling Stone is actually a 
pretty embarassing magazinc,come 
to think ofiL" 

National Lampoon was “fun 
work (but) the people were difficult 
to get along with,” he said. 

BITING ANALYSIS 

Later, over drinks, O’Rourke 
turned his biting analysis to main- 
stream politics. Of Gorbachev he 
said, “I think we’re dealing with a 
real pragmatist there. Gorby’s 
probably an OK guy but — can he 
pull it (glasnost) off?" 

O’Rourke isn’t really disturbed 
about conspicuous consumption, 
saying that Americans haven’t spent 
more during this decade than in 
times past, “they just spent it less 
wisely on smaller things." 

As farasO’Rourke’s future plans 
go, he’s planning on tackling the 
Bush inauguruation, and then he’s 
off to Afghanistan to observe the 
Soviet pullout. A few things can be 
predicted about diat piece. Doubt- 
less, his incisive, profound mind 
will see it as ‘Gorby’ (the OK guy) 
realizing that he’s lost die game, but 
he’ll be most pissed if he can’t buy 
a drink in die new Mujahadeen 
republic. 

And just, like his ardcles as well 
as his speech Thursday night, he is 
going to poke fun at the exuerne 
folly of injustices he notices along 
the way. True to his usual form, 
though, he will not have anydiing 
genuine or concrete to offer in re- 
turn.
